C "<PHEREAS divers Orders or pretended Ordinances have been contrived in the name of cne or both Houſes of Parliaments 
for tax ng Our SubjeRs aud leavying Monyes to lvpport the Rebeil.on; A:l whic' and all other waies of impoſh: g ugop Our 
People to whatioever intenc or purpole, without Our Royall aſſent arecleeily unlawtull, and unwarramable, and 16 by leverall 
Proclamttions and otherwiſe have becenedeciared by Vs, And We do h-reby de-lare the fame unto all Our good SubicRts x 
and in partienlar by Our Proclamation of the eight of March laſt, We did torbid (among't other Ut ng53 UC AiiCil.ng Colecting, and paying 
the weekly Taxe impoied upon Our goo1 Sumiects, and their Efates by on? or the 11d precendedOrdzrs erOrdinances (which in three Mcnths 
exceederh the Symme of 16 great Suditdie of 400300 |. ) An1 nevecthele';e We are given to underſtand the fame is torce ably levyed.and by 
Colour thereof diverſe of Our good *ulxects 1mprijoned, and delirained, and great Violence, 5payle, Ra vine and P.unfJering committed upon 
them, and their E''ates in diverle Counties and paces of this Onr Kingdome ; And that by anerher | —— Ordinance, t:1e whole Eftates 
reall & perſonall of diyerie ot Our Sniects mo!t of them nor named, bur deſcribed, aud diſtinguiſhed by marks of Loyalty, are ordained to be 
Seized & Sequeftred for maintaining a Warr againit Vs, and rieir Tenants diſcharged ef their Rents, and proreRted againſt forteirures penal- 
ties, and dammag2 with or'1erclaules importung power todiſſo;ye Contracts, aud make and marre Lawes ac Pleaſure, which We are intorm- 
ed is alto endeavoured co beexectus'd; Ani ail which (whatſoever is pretended) d. rend apparantly to the Deſtrution of Vs and Our I ofteri- 
ty, ( wioſe lives have been atrempteto be rrken away ) che ſubyerſion of che Eſtab iſhed Proreltam Religion the Lawes of the Lend and the 
Liberties and Propertyes of Our Subjects, and che uirer (kuine of Our who.e King Jloms. We do therefore ſtriftly charge and Command all Or 
loving Subie&s whatloever nor to inbmic to t1e laid pretended O1ders & Ordinances,or any of them,or cothe weekly Taxes impoſed as afer 
F aid,or to any ſuch (eiſures or Sequ-(tratious as atoreſai nor to preſume to be afſittanc thereunco;by Aſſeſſing, Taxing, Lev yirg by dittreſle,or c 
therwiſe or Colle&ing any ſuch weekly Taxes or making any {uch Se'ſures or Sequeltrations, or by intormation or procuceing books of Ac 
ompt,or Rencalls or by any other wayes or mean=« giving any incel 1gence of any ſuch Eſtates reall or perſonall,or valnes therect,Bur to thei 
Urmoſt power to relilt all ſuch ARts of ininſticc & Violence. And We do hereby command the Tenancs & Debcers of ail Our Subiects , whoſe 
Eſtates are intended to be feiſed & 1equ2ltred to pay their Rencs and Devts to thatr Landlords & Credicors,nomwl chitanding ſuch ſeiſure or ſe 
neftration. And We do {archer prohibir ail perion..as wel: Aliens as Denizens that chey preſume not to intermedle in the buying, receaving 
iſpofing the Goods orCatrell oh of Our Subiects,that ſhall be ſciſed,ſequeſtred, difirained, or taken trom them by prerence ofthe laid Ors 
ders, or Ordinances for inch weekly Tax2s. or (1-1 {<rſutes or lequeſtrations as atoreſaid, or otherwiſe plundered. All which doth rend to the 
aid, and affitanceof a Warce agu1 iit Vs, which by tae known Lawes of the Land are Acts ot high Treafon; And We do dec'are. and publiſh 
That to adhere to Our enemies giving chem aid and Comtort, is high Ireaton nominally declared by the Stature of the 2 5.0f Edward the 2d 
and chat We intend to give Order for ſeizing the E tates of luch as (hall Rebelliouſly diſo>ey Vs herein, cothe intent they may rem ine in late 
Cuttody, untill the Offenders can be b-ought co Legail cryall, which ſhall ſpeedily proceed as they ſhall be apprehended , and delivered inte 
the hands of Juſtice; And We do herebv will and Commaad, the 7 enants and Debtors of choſe, who ſhall execute, or bea.?.fting nrto, or 
ſhall yo.untari'y ſu>mitr unto te ſaid Orders or Ordinances for the ſaid weekly 7 axes, or ſuch (er1zuces. or ſequeftrations as aforeſaid, that they 
not on'y ſorbear to pay their Rents, or Debrs bur detain the ſame towards the maintenance of the Peace of the Connties, ard Reparationc 
ſuch as have ſoftered by the violence of the A:my inRebellion againſtV's: Such courſe being already rakenagainſt ſuch as have aceording ro their 
Allegiance affitted Vs; an1asWe have declared, That whoſoever ſhould .oole his life in this Our defence, the Ward(hip of his Heire ſhould be 
ranted by Vs,wi thour Rene nr Fine. (o o'1 the other ſide . we doe pub:iſh and dec'are, Thar w::oſoever ſhall excecute or be af tg to , or vo=- 
| y [hall ww uno rhe nfa Orders, ur Occtinauces raj "ccetve no benefir by Our Inſtractions of Grace, But We will he fully anſwe- 
red ro the vrmoR which ſhall be due to Vs by Law . and diſpoſe of ſuch Wardſhips as (hall ſeeme belt ro Vs , Wil ing and commaading all 
Gheriffcs, Majors,Bailiffes, Tuſtices of Peace Conſtables, and other Our Officers, and loveing Subjects whativeyer , upon their Allegiance , 
and the ſeyerelt pines that by the Law may be inflicted upon them, not only to obey and oblerve carefully theſe Our Commands , bur to be 
aiding 20 | aſſiſtin3'o the urmoſt of their power, ro all \uch perſons at ſhall requ r- theirAſſiltance or protection in this hehalfe and to reſilt and
